Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ayers 
et al, WO 2002- 091988 cited by applicants. It discloses at p. 60 and 61 the 
instant salts of a dibasic organic acid and the amines of formula I of claim18. The 
succinic and L-tartaric acid slats, etc. are synthesized in crystalline form by 
adding 2S,3R-isopropylidinedioxy-4-S-methoxymethyl-1-R-amlne to a stock 
solution of the dibasic salt. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ayers et al, supra. 

The tribasic organic acid salts of the above amine are considered to be 
obvious in view of the synthesis of many salts of the monobasic and dibasic 
organic acids and the instant amine by the reference.
